Dear  Steering  Committee  Member, 

First  of  all,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  giving  me  an  opportunity  which  turned  into  one  of  the 
most  wonderful,  exhilarating  (and,  to  be  honest,  exhausting)  experiences  of  my  life. 

We  didn't  just  win;  we  beat  the  odds  and  changed  history.  We  also  created,  almost  in  spite 
of  ourselves,  one  of  the  strangest  (I  say  that  lovingly)  and  potentially  powerful  coalitions  in 
the  history  of  the  Commonwealth. 

I  would  like  to  see  that  coalition  continue.  In  some  ways,  with  Question  #3  behind  us,  the 
real  battles  of  the  1990's  are  just  beginning  to  take  shape.  We're  going  to  need  to  be  part  of 
the  debate  and  to  be  able  to  call  out  the  troops  if  we  are  going  to  protect  what  you  and  we 
have  built  over  the  past  decades  and  forge  new  solutions  for  the  future.

If  we  decide  to  expand  TEAM'S  mandate  and  become  a  new 
organization  which  better  reflects  the  nature  and  extent  of  our  recent  victory,  I  would  like  to 
be  able  to  count  on  all  of  the  members  of  the  Steering  Committee  -  even  those  which  have 
not  historically  been  a  part  of  TEAM  —  to  contribute  a  proportional  amount. 

Working  with  all  of  you  has  been  terrific.  I  hope  that  we  can  stay  together  and  build  on  our 
success.  But  I  need  to  feel  confident  that  we'll  have  resources  to  strengthen  our  coalition 
and  live  up  to  the  expectations  the  public  has  of  us. 

In  early  December,  when  we  next  meet,  I  hope  we  can  quickly  come  to  resolution  on  the 
finances,  and  then  move  on  to  the  substantive  and  organizational  issues  of  building  a 
lasting  coalition  for  the  1990's. 

Thank  you  again  for  the  opportunity  you  gave  me,  for  your  confidence,  your  hard  work, 
and  your  leadership.

Our  union,  along  with  other  forest  products  unions  and  the  AFL- 
CIO,  is  developing  a  comprehensive  policy  which  strikes  a  balance 
between  environmental  concerns  and  the  needs  of  working  families 
and  their  communities. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  certain  environmental  organizations 
are  soliciting  labor  support  for  restrictive  measures  regarding 
domestic  timber  supply.   These  restrictive  policies  are  not  in 
the  interest  of  this  union  or  others  involved  in  the  timber 
industry.   On  behalf  of  our  members,  I  am  asking  for  your 
continued  assistance  in  opposing  policy  recommendations  which 
jeopardize  tens  of  thousands  of  union  jobs  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest  and  around  the  country.  Please  do  not  sign  on  with 
environmental  organizations  regarding  timber  supply  issues  before 
discussing  the  matter  with  our  union. 

Again,  your  support  is  greatly  appreciated  and  we  look  forward  to 
working  with  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  on  these  critical  issues 
in  the  months  ahead.

Dear  Mr.  Osborn: 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  November  15,  1990,  concerning  the 
renewal  of  the  discharge  permit  for  the  West  Fitchburg  Wastewater 
Treatment  Facility.   We  have  received  several  letters  from 
citizens  concerned  about  the  future  of  the  paper  industry  in  West 
Fitchburg.   We  will  certainly  take  into  account  the  public 
interest  that  has  been  expressed. 

The  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  and  the  U.  S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  have  discussed  the  schedule 
for  processing  the  reapplication  for  this  jointly  issued  NPDES 
permit.   Notwithstanding  significant  backlogs  at  both  agencies, 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  proceed  expeditiously  in  drafting  a 
proposed  renewal  permit  by  early  1991.   Due  to  the  level  of 
public  interest  and  the  need  to  examine  new  waste-load  allocation 
information,  final  permit  issuance  will  probably  be  accomplished 
sometime  next  summer. 

On  July  10,  1990,  at  the  City's  reguest,  the  DEP  and  EPA  met  with 
representatives  of  the  Fitchburg  Wastewater  Treatment  Facilities 
Commission.   At  that  time  the  representatives  of  the  City  offered 
to  submit  information  for  consideration  by  the  agencies  in  the 
re-issuance  of  the  permit.   Any  such  information  received  will, 
of  course,  be  given  the  Department's  full  consideration  in 
preparing  to  re-issue  the  permit.   The  Department  will  review  the 
water  guality  modelling  of  the  Nashua  River  in  the  light  of  the 
most  up  to  date  information  on  stream  conditions  and  mill 
operations,  and  appreciates  any  additional  information  that  will 
help  in  this  analysis. 

The  Department  looks  forward  to  working  with  the  City  of 
Fitchburg  and  other  interested  parties  in  developing  permit 
conditions  that  will  ensure  protection  of  the  water  guality  of 
the  Nashua  River  and  take  into  account  operating  practices  of  the 
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mills.   We  have  provided  financial  and  technical  support  for 
construction  and  upgrade  of  the  treatment  facility  in  the  past 
and  are  interested  in  ensuring  its  successful  operation  and 
compliance  in  the  future.
